WASHINGTON; Sept. 29.—Her- 
bert Hoover is being urged by some 
of his advisers to deliver his Bos- 
ton address, the last of his Eastern 
campaign, on the night of Satur- 
day, Oct. 20, instead of in the mid- 
die of the week following, as has 
been planned tentatively. 

Should he consent, he would 
make three major speeches on 
three successive Saturdays, carry- 
ing his campaign into two Demo- 
cratic stronghoids, New York City 
and Boston, on the last two ef 
them. Next Saturday he will speak 
at Elizabethton, Tenn.

Such a program as that proposed 
would make it necessary for the 
candidate to work much faster on 
the preparation of his principal ad- 
dresses than has been his custom 
thus far in the campaign. In order 
to do that he would have to sharp- 
ly curtail the time given to politi- 
cal conferences and the active di- 
rection of the campaign over the

PRESIDENT NAMES BOARD 
IN RAILRUAD WAGE DISPUTE 


James R. Garfield and Four Others 
to Investigate Controversy 
on West Lines. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge today appointed an 
emergency board under the terms 
of the Railway Labor act to in- 
vestigate and report to him within 
30 days regarding the wage dispute 
in a number of Western railroads. 
Those named were James R. Gar- 
field of Cleveland, O.: Walter P. 
Stacy, Chief Justice of the North 
Carolina Supreme Court; Davis R. 
Dewey. a professor at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology; 
Chester H. Rowell of Berkeley, Cal., 
@nd George T. Baker of Davenport, 
Ia. . 

Garfield is a former Secretary 
of the Interior. Rowell is an editor 
and formerly was a member of the 
California Railway Commission. 
Baker is connected with educational 
work in Iowa. 

The dispute affects about 70,000 
conductors and trainmen and 47 
railroads and their subsidiaries. 
The newly created emergency 
board will convene in Chicago next 
Tuesday to begin its investigation. 
Under the railway labor act, the 
board has 30 days from the date of 
its creation to complete its inves- 
tigation and to report to the Presi- 
dent. The law further provides 
that during this period and for 30 
days thereafter ‘‘no change, except 
by agreement, shall be made by the 
parties to the controversy in the 
conditions out of which the dis- 
pute arose.”

BOSTON, Sept. 29.—President 
Coolidge in a message read at the 
Republican State Convention here 
today said the country needed a 
“continuation of the administra‘ion 
of public affairs in accordarce 
with the principles’ which have 
guided the achievements of th2 Re- 
publican party. 

“This need,” the President wrote, 
“should be fulfilled by begianing 
the next political year under the 
tried and experienced leadership 
of Frank G. Allen and Benjamin 
Loring Young in your com‘noen- 
wealth, and of Herbert Hoover 2nd 
Charles Curtis in our nation.” 

Allen, now Lieutenant-Governor, 
was named at the primary Sent. 
18 as the Republican candidate for 
Governer-and Young for Uvited 
States Senator. The Presid-nt’s 
message, addressed to Francis 
Prescott, chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Committee, follows:

SMITH’S RECORD AS GOVERNOR 


If It Is Standard, “Prohibition En- 
forcement Would Be Travesty” 
With Him as President. 
By the Associated Press. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 
Gov. Smith’s record as a State ex- 
ecutive was assailed at the second 
day’s session of the Republican 
State convention today by its per- 
manent chairman, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War F. Trubee Davison. He 
said the road to Washington was 
one “over which Tammany shal! 
not pass.” 

Discussing what he termed sev- 
eral years of Tammany control, 
Davison said Smith was “attempt- 
ing to lead the voters astray on 
prohibition by drawing a red her- 
ring across the trail.” 

“The Democratic party would ap- 
peal with an empty gesture for law 
enforcement by telling us that if he 
takes an oath to uphold the Con- 
stitution and the law, whatever his 
personal beliefs may be, he will see 
that they are enforced,” he said 
“Tt is well to remember that he 
took such an oath four times as 
Governor of New York and _ the 
whole world knows how little he 
has been inclined to aid the Fed- 
eral enforcement in New York. If 
it is any standard by which to judge 
what would happen in Washington, 
national enforcement would be a 
travesty.”’ 


BISHOP M’MURRY ASSAILS 
PREACHERS IN POLITICS 


Says Duties of Methodist Ministers 
Are to Teach People Religion 
and Not How to Vote.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 29.— 
Activity of ministers in political 
campaigns was attacked by Bishop 
W. F. McMurry of the Southwest 
Missouri Methodist Conference, 
South, in an address admitting five 
young ministers to the conference 
here yesterday. 
“A’ Methodist preacher,” he said, 
“does not exist for the purpose of 
directing his congregation in po- 
litical campaigns. He should go 
into the homes of his people—not 
to talk politics and tell them how 
to vote, but to guide, teach, en- 
courage and pray for them. 
“The Methodist Church is not 
the only church doing good Chris- 
tian work. There are other 
churches which are doing as good 
work as ours and which stand just 
as high in the eyes of God.”

“Never Was Grosser. Libel,” Idaho 
Senator Declares in Speech 
at Mitchell, S. D.

While Chicago is the city where organized 
| crime is most picturesque and efficient, it is by 
no means unique.

The situation is the product 
of numerous causes: the invention of the auto-

|mobiles, machine guns and other machinery of war. 
It is liquor which permits them to erect huge or- 
‘ganizations like the one in Philadelphia, corrupt the 
police and other public officials and thereby purchase 
immunity from detection and punishment. Gang 
wars are essentially one of the curses of Volsteadism. 
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Mr. Edison thinks prohibition enforcement, which 
he estimates at 50 per cent under Mr. Coolidge, will 
increase to from 70 to 80 per cent under Mr. Hoover.

THE RHINELAND 


Famous English newspaper protests vigorously against the continued occupation of 
the Rhineland by Allied troops in face of Article 431 of the Versailles Treaty; 
and it condemns as disreputable France's efforts to sell evacuation for a price.

Rhintland grows more disreputable 
every day. “ven if there were no legal 


case for withdrawing: the British, French 
and Belgian troops they should have been 
withdrawn for reasons of common _ sense 
and common decency. If the occupation 
were being prolonged for legal reasons, and 
if the letter of the Treaty orf Versailles is 
to count for so much more than the spirit 
of Locarno and of ‘he Kellogg pact}; there 
would be sufficient cause for complaint. 
But the occupation is being. prolonged for 
no such reason, and only because it may 
fetch a price. British, French and Belgian 
troops are on the soil of a friendly Power, 
a member of the League of Nations, a part- 
ner to the Locarno agreement, a signatory 
of the Kellogg pact, a highly civilized dem- 
ocratic republic—Germany. These troops 
hold joint maneuvers on German soil, man- 
e€uvers in which the imaginary campaign is 
fought against am imaginary German at- 
tack. They arrest. imprison, or banish 
German citizens, they interfere with the 
liberty of the press, and they hold up the 
building of. bridges and. railway stations. 
They occupy reoms, houses, hotels and bar- 
racks that are badly needed in a country 
with a severe housing shortage. 

And all this they do only in the hope 
that Germany may weaken under the pres- 
Sure of hardships inflicted upon her citi- 
zens and offer a price so that these hard- 
Ships may come to an end. It would be 
more honest to blockatie Germany or to 
seize her shipping abroad, and thus sharply 
and quickly force her to make an offer. 
But the thin lega) excuse which the Treaty 
of Vervailles provides is being spread out 
like a flimsy veil to concéal the nudity of 
the extortion that is being practic@ii.

The legal arguments for the withdrawal 
of the troops seem to carry little weight 
with the British, French and Belgian Gov- 
ernments. Nevertheless they matter a 
great deal. As a “guarantee for its execu- 
tion” the Treaty of Versailles authorizes the 
presence of the’ “Allied troops” on German 
soil for 15 years. Those troops shall, ac- 
cording to article 429 of +¢ treaty be 
withdrawn in three stages if the “condi- 
tions of the treaty are faithfully “carried 
out.” .The first stage came to an end in 
1925, when, with some delay. the troops 
v.ere withdrawn from the so-called first 
zone. The second stage comes to an end in 
1930, the third in 1935. These two stages 
can only be protonged if Germany commits 
a breach of the treaty. The lest Stage can 
b: prolonged either for this reason or “if 
the guarantee for unprovoked aggression 
by Germany are not considered sufficient.” 

But article 431 provides that if before the 

® years have expired “Germany complies 
with all the undertakings resulting from 


the treaty the occupying forces will be 
withdrawn immediately.” Betweer. “faith- 
fully carrying out the conditions” of the 


treaty as stipulated in article 4°9 and 
plying with all the undertakings reeultine 
from” the treaty there is no difference, and 
yet the former is to cause an evacuation in 
three stages totaling 15 years while the lat- 
ter is to cause an immediate and total 
evacuation even if the 15 years have not ex- 
pirea@. The Germans. having fulfille4 the 
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terms of article 431, demand that it. shall 
come into force and that the troops shall 
be withdrawn. The French, and apparent- 
ly the British, stand by article 429. But in 
doing so they disregard article 431. This 
article must mean something. If it does not 
mean what it says, what does it mean? It 
cannot simply be ignored because jt is in- 
consistent with the previous article and be- 
cause the terms of the previous article hap- 
pen to be more convenient. It is on a flaw 
in the wording of the Peace Treaty, on the 
inconsistency between these two articles, 
that the case against withdrawing the 
troops is based. 
+ ee + 

The former Allies are willing to forego 
the advantage.they derive from this flaw, 
to abandon legalistic hairsplitting, to take 
cognizance of the fact that article 431 ex- 
ists and to withdraw their troops from the 
Rhineland for a price which has been 
hinted at many times but has never been 
explicitly stated. The price is slippery and 
changeable. Like Proteus, it eludes the 
firmest grip. At one time it is a German 
promise to forsake the idea of union with 
Austria, at another it is a special pledge to 
recognize the immutability of the Gerrran- 
Polish frontier, at another it is a vlan for 
permanent international control of the 
Rhineland, at another it is the so-called 
“mobilization” of the German railway 
bonds that are in the care of ‘he Agent 
General for Reparation. And at another 
time the Protean creature is a general re- 
vision of international debts in favor of 
France. 

Latterly it is the last and biggest of these 
advantages that is being sought for. It 
may seem strange that Germany should be 
Squeezed to give what only the United 
States can ultimately grant. But the occu- 
pation of the Rhineland is not*hard on Ger- 
many alone. It is a general nuisance, an 
obstruction in the way of peace, an irritant 
and a generator of ill-feeling. The pressure 
is therefore being applied not only to Ger- 
many but to America as well. Such a plot 
is probably unique in the I.ctory of man- 
kind. And what is even more astonishing 
than the plot itself is that it has had some 
Success. Germany has bent beneath the 
pressure and while repudiating some of the 
con ssions asked of her she has stooped 
to consider others—a fatal mistake which 
has made those who are squeezing ‘her all 
the more unwilling to desist. But what is 
worse than anjthing else is that Great Brit- 


ain should be an accomplice. France is 
afraid of Germany; Germany is being 
Sygueezed by the former Allies. Great Brit- 
ain is neither afraid nor is she being 


Squeezed. Her moral and material interests 
are with the League of Nations, with Lo- 
carno and with the Outlawry of War. all of 
which are incompatible with such a plot. «

The statement says that “dur- 
ing the present emergency and un- 
til a further order be taken.” the 
Bishops cannot regard use of the 
new prayerbook as inconsistent 
with loyalty to the principles ef 
the Church of England. 

This action is certain to provoke 
the strongest criticism and indig- 
nation among the whole- hearted 
opponents of the new book and in 
“low church” circles, which regard 
the reservation of the sacrament 
provisions in the new book as a 
Romish heresy. 

Ip return for the acceptance af. 
this, however, the Bishops will try 
to put an end to those more ritual- 
istic practices, inconsistent with 
both the old and new prayerbook, 
which have been used for a long 
UUme in churches of the Anglo- 
Saxon wing.
